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Dog walker leaps into frozen 
lake to save floundering pooch

A BRAVE dog walker risked 
her life by stripping off and 
plunging into an icy lake in 
Wood Green to rescue a dog 
that had fallen in, about 50 
yards from the edge. 

Heroic Selena Malortie, 31, went 
to the rescue of three-year-old 
beagle Gia, who had ran out on to 
the lake at Alexandra Palace in 
pursuit of ducks and then plunged 
into the freezing waters when the 
ice gave way under her weight. 

Ms Malortie, who lives in White 
Hart Lane, Tottenham, said: “I 
didn’t really think about it. Gia 
was struggling to keep afloat and 
she was growing tired. I could see 
she was in real trouble. 

“I think if she’d been in there 


for much longer she would have 
got hypothermia and almost 
certainly died. 

“It was my responsibility to get 
her out so I grabbed a ring - one 
of those orange lifesaving rings - 
put it round my waist and swam 
out to her.” 

Ms Malortie, a former sec¬ 
ondary school teacher, left the 
profession last month to follow 
her dream of training to become a 
vet. She tutors science students in 
the evenings, runs a dog day care 
service by day and is hoping to 
enrol on a course next year. 

Gia is one of her first “clients”. 

She said: “Gia is a really lovely 
dog. I adore her, she’s very spir¬ 
ited. Probably about 90 per cent of 
dogs would instinctively not go 
out on to ice, but Gia’s in the 10 
per cent of those that would!”

Photographer Karen Cartwright 
was out walking through the park 
when the drama unfolded on Mon¬ 
day afternoon last week. 

Ms Cartwright said: “She was so 
brave, she just calmly stripped off 
her coat, boots and jumper and 
jumped in after the dog. 

“Luckily, the people at the cafe 
gave her some dry clothes to 


change into and I drove her and 
the dog home. She would have 
frozen if she’d have had to find her 
own way home in that state.” 

Ms Cartwright, who also lives 
off White Hart Lane, added: “It 
makes you think though. Dog 
walkers and parents need to be 
really careful because a frozen 
lake can be really dangerous.”

A NEIGHBOUR from hell, who played loud 
music at all hours of the day and night, risks 
going to jail if she makes any more racket. 

A criminal behaviour order was slapped on 
Beverly Sinclair after she breached a ban the 
court had imposed barring her from making 
a din. 

It was the latest prosecution against her by 
Haringey Council, who had previously 
successfully taken her to court for a string of

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similar offences stretching back 10 years. 
The council confiscated equipment from her 
after it received 175 complaints from 10 of 
her neighbours living in Winchelsea Road, 
Tottenham, but the complaints of noise nui¬ 
sance continued. 

The criminal behaviour order was 
made against her at Tottenham 
Magistrates’ Court. 

It bans her from playing any music after 
10pm in her home, or in her front or back 
garden at any time. 

If she flouts the ruling, she could be sent 
to prison. 

At the previous hearing, when the noise 
abatement order was imposed, she was 
fined and ordered to contribute £807 to 
prosecution costs. 

Per ay Ahmet, the council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said: “This 
prosecution shows we are serious about 
tackling nuisance noise and antisocial 
behaviour in Haringey.”

A ROW has erupted over 
estate agents being paid tax¬ 
payers’ cash to find homes. 

Enfield Conservatives say 
first-time buyers are being 
gazumped as Labour-run 
Enfield Council buys up 
houses. 

But the council says it is 
cutting temporary accommo¬ 
dation costs and saving 
£1.5million a year. 

The council has paid money 
to 18 estate agencies, resulting 
in 87 homes being bought, 
according to a reply to a free¬ 
dom of information request by 
Enfield’s Conservative group. 

Council-owned Housing 
Gateway buys and manages 
properties for people with 
housing needs and was set up 
to cut the council’s bill for 
temporary housing. 

The Tory group said the 
council was “forking out fees 
to estate agents to enable it to 
be told first about properties 
that are being sold so it can 
hoover them up. 

“This means that people who 
have scrimped and saved to 
buy their first property are 
being excluded from even 


knowing that the property has 
come to market,” said Edward 
Smith, the shadow cabinet 
member for housing. “The 
unaccountability of this 
Labour council to the people 
of Enfield gets starker every 
day. 

“That they think it is accept¬ 
able to offer fees to estate 
agents so first-time buyers 
don’t find out about properties 
they might be able to afford is 
simply wrong. 

“And to then refuse to say 
how much money they are 
handing over? Shameful. 

“It would be great if the cab¬ 
inet member for housing 
agreed to meet first-time buy¬ 
ers in the borough and justify 
to them his behaviour in mak¬ 
ing it so hard for them to buy a 
property. 

“It would also be good if he 
came clean and explained how 
much money he has sanc¬ 
tioned be handed over.” 

The council said that details 
of how much was paid to 
estate agents was not released 
because it was commercially 
sensitive. 

Ahmet Oykener, cabinet 
member for housing and 
housing regeneration, said: “It 
is inaccurate, untrue and 


irresponsible to falsely accuse 
the council of gazumping 
first-time buyers. 

“Housing Gateway seeks to 
acquire two, three and four- 
bedroom family homes to 
reduce temporary accommo¬ 
dation costs for families, 
whereas the vast majority of 
first-time buyers in Enfield 
purchase one-bedroom proper¬ 
ties. 

“What this report also fails 
to mention is that the council 


is actively increasing the 
amount of affordable housing 
in the borough through both 
large and small housing devel¬ 
opments across Enfield which 
will make it immeasurably 
easier for 

first-time buyers to get on the 
housing ladder. 

“Housing Gateway currently 
saves the council £1.5m a year. 
This is £1.5m that can be spent 
on front-line services to bene¬ 
fit Enfield residents.” 
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Police target

POLICE swooped on 
addresses in Enfield yesterday 
(Tuesday) in a bid to smash a 
gang using mopeds to carry 
out their crimes. 

About 100 officers, 
including the Met Police’s 
Taskforce, took part a series of 
rapid-entry raids. 

Fifteen search warrants were 
executed at addresses across 
north London. 

The suspects, all men, have 
been arrested on suspicion of a 
variety of offences, including 
conspiracy to rob. 

The arrests were part of 
Operation Vocare, launched 
last September, to target 
suspects involved in moped 
crime across north London.

‘Meridian Water scheme 
is a win-win,’ says Khan

MAYOR of London Sadiq Khan toured the 
site of Edmonton’s £6billion Meridian Water 
scheme last week, declaring the regeneration 
project a “win-win”. 

The massive scheme will eventually deliver 
10,000 new homes and 6,700 new jobs on 
210 acres of former industrial land on the 
banks of the River Lea. 

It was “win-win”, explained Mr Khan, 
because land left derelict would be brought 
back into use to help solve the capital’s 
chronic housing shortage, while many of the 
workforce constructing it would be local res¬ 
idents equipped with the skills as part of 
apprenticeship and training programmes. 

Construction on the first 725 of those new 
homes is under way. 

“The great thing about this development is 
that it’s a win-win,” said the mayor. “It means 
a brownfield site has been brought back into 
use to build much-needed homes, many of 
which will be affordable to buy or rent for 
local residents. 

“And the developers will train up local 
residents for many of the construction jobs,” 
he added. 

Enfield Council received £33.45million 
from the Greater London Authority in Octo¬ 
ber last year to kickstart the first phase of the 
regeneration project. 

“To start off with, 40 per cent of the homes 
will be generally affordable and we’re trying 
to get that to 50 per cent if not higher,” said 
Mr Khan. 



“And that means making sure we help the 
council with parcels of land that are available 
and working with the council to make sure 
they clean up and decontaminate land that 
is polluted.” 

He said it would take a significant amount 
of money to bring it back into use. 

He said it was “not unreasonable” for the 
| .council to ensure that there were also homes 
on offer to the private sector as that revenue 


stream subsidised the affordable housing to 
be built. 

A new railway station is to be built as 
part of the Meridian Water scheme connect¬ 
ing to Crossrail 2 and is scheduled to open 
in 2019. 

“It’s a partnership approach and it also 
means working with the council to make sure 
there are good public transport links with the 
new station,” added Mr Khan.

SNOWDROPS were turning lots of heads at 
the weekend - but that didn’t mean those 
potty about the plant wouldn’t soon be see¬ 
ing shed loads of the dainty flower shifted at 
the annual snowdrop sale at Enfield’s 
botanic gardens. 

Hundreds of enthusiasts - from novice 
admirers to fanatical collectors (or Galan- 
tophiles as they are known) - flocked to 
Myddelton House, in Bulls Cross, on Satur¬ 
day - many for the opportunity to see and 
buy a new snowdrop variety, discovered in 
the gardens in 2008, which went on sale for 
the first time to the public . 

A national competition to name it was 
devised for its launch with the winning sug¬ 
gestion, Market Cross. 

The winner received the first specimen as 


a prize while others were snapped up within 
minutes at £80 a plant. 

But that wasn’t inexpensive compared to 
the Golden Fleece variety of snowdrop, 
which was also on sale and which 
cost £1,000. 

“We have had a terrific response to our 
snowdrop-naming competition,” said head 
gardener James Hall. 

“We received some very inventive entries 
as well as some unusual and quirky names 
such as Snowy McSnowDrop, Irishman’s 
Shirt Tails and Myddelton Snow. 

“It was a tough decision, but we finally 
chose Market Cross, which was appropriate 
because, as well as the flower petal arrange¬ 
ment of the new plant relating to a cross, this 
entry has a connection to the gardens and we 
are currently in the process of restoring the 
rose garden which has the old Enfield mar¬ 
ket cross as its centrepiece,” added Mr Hall.

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Businesses are panicking’

TRADERS are up in arms over works 
for a new cycle route which they 
claim are disrupting business. 

The latest stage of the huge Cycle 
Enfield project is causing congestion 
and hitting takings, they claim. 

Rich Turner, manager of Lords DIY, 
complains that work at the junction 
of Ridge Avenue and Church 
Street, to create the A105 route, is 
punishing traders. 

His shop is in Bush Hill Parade and 
the A105 is often thick with traffic. 

He said: “Businesses are panicking. 
We have 27 shops in the area. 

“I am just on the edge of where the 
main works are and my business is 
down by 23 per cent since the work 


started on January 9. If mine is down 
by that much then you can guarantee 
others are doing worse. 

“I am looking at another four 
months of lost trade if this is anything 
to go by.” 

He has criticised “shockingly poor” 
reports on the creation of the cycle¬ 
way and says nobody spoke to busi¬ 
nesses along the route. 

Mr Turner says that routes using 
back roads rather than main roads 
should have been considered and Lon¬ 
don mayor Sadiq Khan should visit 
the site. 

A petition, which can be signed in 
Mr Turner’s shop, calls for the work to 
stop and for Enfield Council cabinet 
member for environment Daniel 
Anderson to resign. 

The Cycle Enfield proposals across 


the borough will cost about £42mil- 
lion over four years and the council 
says that more cycling will cut con¬ 
gestion, improve air quality and have 
health benefits by reducing obesity. 

The council said: “Cycle Enfield is 
a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to 
dramatically improve the borough’s 
transport links and regenerate our 
town centres. 

“Nonetheless, a scheme of this 
magnitude inevitably requires a 
degree of short-term disruption, par¬ 
ticularly while complex junction 
remodelling is taking place, such as at 
Ridge Avenue. 

“However, our contractors are work¬ 
ing as quickly as possible to complete 
the works, improve the traffic flow in 
the area and bring this exciting 
scheme ever closer to fruition.” 



Man jailed for life for murder of girlfriend after dog row

A VIOLENT thug, who stabbed his 
girlfriend to death following a row 
over a dog and then lied to cover 
his tracks, has been jailed for life. 

Gavin Wilson, 42, of Ostell 
Crescent, Enfield Lock, was 
sentenced last Wednesday - with a 
recommendation he serve a 
minimum of 20 years - after being 
found guilty of stabbing Lindsey 
Smith, also 42, in the stomach on 
March 11 last year. 

Wilson, who has a history of 
domestic violence, had been found 
guilty of her murder by a jury at 
Wood Green Crown Court. 

Neighbours told the jury that the 


couple had argued for about an 
hour outside their home about the 
dog before they went back inside, 
where the attack took place. 

Wilson then staged the scene, left 
the house and spent several hours 
away, returning in different clothes 
and acting as if he was shocked to 
discover her body. 

He woke neighbours, saying: 
“She’s gone, my missus has gone. 
She’s gone, she’s so cold.” 

Police and paramedics were 
called to the home, where 
Ms Smith was found dead 
on a sofa with a bruised and 
swollen face. 


A knife was found in the kitchen 
next to a blood smear. 

Wilson told police that he had 
returned home to find his 
girlfriend dead - but it transpired 
that he had lied to cover his tracks 
and was charged with murder two 
days later. 

Malcolm McHaffie, Deputy Chief 
Crown Prosecutor, said: “Wilson 
denied killing or even touching 
Lindsey Smith, suggesting she had 
been trying to provoke him into a 
fight that day before killing herself 
when he was not there. 

“He was lying and had a history 
of violence against Ms Smith and 


had subjected her to another 
attack before he killed her.” 

Detective Inspector Paul 
Considine, from the Met Police’s 
Homicide and Major Crime 
Command, said he was pleased 
with the conviction. 

He said: “There was a history of 
domestic abuse between Wilson 
and Lindsey and on this particular 
day tensions boiled over and 
resulted in Wilson stabbing his 
girlfriend to death. 

“He then lied to try to cover his 
tracks, but evidence gathered by 
officers disproved his account and 
I am pleased at his conviction.”

VICTIMS of abuse in the borough are being 
urged to speak out and call a special helpline to 
talk to trained staff for advice and support. 

The Enfield Adult Abuse Line is a confidential 
phone service provided by the council and can 
also be used by people calling on behalf of some¬ 
one they know or suspect is being abused. 

“The vast majority of older and vulnerable 
people are well cared for, but unfortunately 
abuse does happen and often by the very person 
they should be able to trust,” explained Alev 
Cazimoglu, Enfield Council’s cabinet member 
for health and social care. 

“In Enfield, reports of neglect and physical 
abuse are the most often reported, although many 
other forms exist. These include financial, psy¬ 


chological, sexual, discriminatory, domestic 
violence and organisational abuse. 

“We want people to tell us when abuse is hap¬ 
pening, so we can stop these sickening crimes. If 
you think someone is doing or saying something 
which makes someone upset, scared or fright¬ 
ened, I would urge you to report it,” she added. 

“It is never acceptable and never the fault 
of the person being abused, but we must all 
work together to prevent this most unpleasant 
of crime.”

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Holocaust horror

TWO survivors of the Holocaust addressed a 
special memorial event in Enfield last week to 
remember the six million Jews killed during 
World War II. 

The event last Thursday evening at the Dug¬ 
dale Centre in London Road was held as part of 
commemorative activities held nationally on 
Friday marking Holocaust Memorial Day. 

Harrowing tales of Nazi persecution and the 
atrocities committed are well-documented, but 
the personal testimonies and recollections of 
Bernd Koschland and Gerald Cranston brought 
the horrors vividly to life for those in the audi¬ 
ence listening to them speak. 

Both had fled from Germany as children and 
both lost scores of relatives in the Holocaust. 

Mr Koschland, now 86, was just eight when 
he was sent by his parents on the Kindertrans- 
port - the organised rescue effort which 
brought thousands of refugee Jewish children 
to Britain. 

Like many Jewish families, following the 
rise to power of Hitler's Nazi party, they were 
left in little doubt of the dangers they faced. 

Mr Koschland’s father, who had fought as a 
German soldier in World War I, had been 
imprisoned in Dachau concentration camp in 
northern Germany for 10 months before the 
outbreak of the war and was freed unexpect¬ 
edly, having obtained a visa to go to France. 

But after the young Bernd departed for 
England, he was never to see father or his 
mother again as his parents lost their lives as 
prisoners in Riga (Kaserwald) concentration 
camp, in Latvia. 

Mr Koschland still remembers the raw and 
mixed emotions he felt on leaving his loved 
ones behind. 

“They promised me they would join me as 
soon as they could,” he said. “They managed 
sometime later to get my sister out to England, 
but then all contact with them ceased.” 

Mr Koschland, a great-grandfather who

lives in Barnet, went on to become a rabbi 
and then trained as teacher and taught in 
mainstream schools. 

During a trip to Israel, he was visiting the 
Holocaust Museum in Jerusalem when a 
film shown about the wave of anti-Jewish vio¬ 
lence in 1938, known as Kristallnacht, caught 
his interest. 

In it, a photo of Jewish prisoners interned at 
Dachau was flashed up and he immediately he 
recognised his father. 

“When I give talks about the Holocaust, it’s 
important to remember that this was genocide 
not just of the Jews, but of Romanies and gyp¬ 
sies and that it was also about a much larger 
loss of life with 60 million dying worldwide, 
either killed on active service and during bomb¬ 
ing raids of civilians,” added Mr Koschland. 

“Yes, we must learn lessons from our history, 
but for those of us like myself who survived it 
we must all try and make this world a better 
place to live in.”

L ondoners care that the 
air that we breathe is 
heavily polluted. A friend 
of mine is planning to move to 
the country because she can 
breathe more easily there. 

Last month a public meeting at 
Bowes School was packed, 
despite dreadful weather. In 
short, air pollution matters and 
politicians need to take notice. 

At least we now have a London 
mayor who sees the problem, even 
if his response is half-hearted. 

His main idea is an Ultra Low 
Emission Zone (ULEZ) from 
which any but the least polluting 
vehicles would be excluded. This 
should cover the whole of 
London, but current plans only 
go as far as the North and South 
Circulars. Enfield would 
therefore benefit much less than 
inner London boroughs. 

Councillor Daniel Anderson is 
- rightly - lobbying for the ULEZ 
to extend to the M25, but he is 
prepared to throw the baby out 
with the bathwater by opposing 
the whole idea if he does not get 
his way. 

This may make sense from a 
parochial Enfield viewpoint, but 
condemns the rest of London to 
continued asthma problems and 
premature deaths - and plenty of 
Enfield commuters will continue 
to suffer, too. 

Even a full ULEZ is only an 
interim measure. Traffic chokes 
our streets as well as our lungs 
and must be reduced. 

Cheap and plentiful public 
transport must be part of the 
answer. Co-ordinated deliveries, 
subsidies for electric vehicles, car 
clubs, more cycling provision 
and Quieter Neighbourhoods 
could be others. More innovative 
thinking is needed. 


I AM responding to the letter from Joan 
Ryan (“Underfunding puts huge pres¬ 
sure on NHS, Advertiser, January 25). 

It is difficult to know where Ms 
Ryan has been for the last few years 
when she says that “the Conservative 
Party is no friend of the National

If together we achieve similar fig¬ 
ures in Enfield, we could be proud of 


ings at that hospital. The third and most 
recent report published in December 
2016 is indeed an indictment of bad 
management at senior level and I make 
no apologies for saying so. 

Anybody reading that report could 
not but come to the conclusion that the 
vast majority of a litany of failings are 
the result of bad management. 

As to the way forward, as I said in an 
article in this newspaper, I believe that 
part of the solution, although clearly 
not the complete panacea, is a need to 
bring adult social care for the elderly 
and the provision of health care under 
one umbrella.

AN education chief made a special 
visit to an Edmonton school to pay 
tribute to its inspirational head¬ 
teacher, who was awarded an OBE 
in the New Year honours. 

Marva Rollins, the head of 
Raynham Primary, in Raynham 
Avenue, for 17 years, was congratu¬ 
lated last Thursday by Ayfer Orhan, 
Enfield Council’s cabinet member 
for education, children’s services 
and protection. 

The 6 5-year-old head, who has 
played an active role in attracting 
more black and ethnic minorities to 
the teaching profession, received 
the gong for services to education. 

It is just the latest accolade she 
has received in a distinguished 
teaching career. 

The mother-of-three was also 
honoured with the Golden Jubilee 
Award from the Barbados govern¬ 
ment last November. 

Marva moved to England from 
Barbados during the 1960s, aged 
12. She did not train to be a teacher 
she was in her early 30s. 

“It was very difficult to get a job 
at that time, especially if you grew 
up in a working-class family,” she 
explained. 

As well as her headteacher role, 
she is a keen promoter of teacher 
training among black and ethnic 
minority (BEM) groups and gives 
regular talks at conferences. 

“It’s a big part of what I do,” said 
Marva. “It’s important for children 
to feel represented by their teachers 
and at the moment only 2.7 per 


cent of headteachers are from 
BEM backgrounds.” 

After qualifying as a teacher, her 
first classroom role came at 
Kensington Primary School, in 
Newham, for two years. 

She then went on to teach at 
three other primary schools in 
Newham - Shaftesbury, 
Sandringham and Cleves - before 
becoming head of Godwin Junior 
School, also in Newham. 

She is also a founder of a 
number of community groups in 


Newham, including the Sickle Cell 
Society, East London Black 
Women’s Organisation and the 
Caribbean Centre. 

She became headteacher of 
Raynham Primary in 2000 and has 
since taken on a number of roles as 
a parent representative and a mem¬ 
ber of the education committee. 

Marva also works with a network 
for schools, students and teachers 
(SSAT), where she provides head¬ 
ship training. 

Ms Orhan said: “I congratulate 


Marva on being awarded an OBE in 
recognition of the fantastic work she 
does for her pupils. 

“She is a great ambassador for the 
borough and an inspiration to all 
who meet her.” 

Marva, who will receive her 
medal from a member of the royal 
family during a ceremony at 
Buckingham Palace later in the 
year, added: “Each day is a chal¬ 
lenge. I have no empire to build, but 
I have a legacy to leave - and that’s 
very important.”

HELLRAISERS, lotharios and 
alcoholics - legendary actor 
Richard Burton portrayed them 
all in his many stage and 
screen roles. 

And the Welsh actor was 
all of those things himself in 
real life. 

The extraordinary tale of the 
miner’s son, who rose from 
humble beginnings to 
Hollywood mega stardom - 
bedding and marrying some of 
the world’s most beautiful 
women (among them Elizabeth 
Taylor) along the way - is told 
in his own words in the play, 
Burton, at Finchley’s artsdepot 
next Thursday (February 9). 

The booze, the wealth, his 
insatiable appetite for sex and 
the theatrical and movie roles, 
which ranged from playing 
Shakespeare to Broadway 
musicals and films including 
The Robe, Camelot, Look 
Back in Anger, The Spy Who

A sizzlingly good Indian 



Masala Lounge, Avenue Parade, 
Winchmore Hill 

WE Gannets love a good curry and they don’t 
come much better than the Masala Lounge in 
Winchmore Hill. 

The two-time Gannets’ Restaurant of the Year 
winners are still flourishing and cooking on gas 
(so to speak). 

It was good to see the old team - they know 
good staff and consistency is hugely important 
in running a successful eatery - and they were 
more than warm in their welcome. 

Chowing down on some popadoms (warm 
with a nice, crunchy bite) and pickles, we were 
spoilt for choice with the menu which showed a 
dazzling array of dishes, including the old 
favourites but also, more excitingly, some new 
ones cooked up by Masala Lounge’s head chef 
Zuber Ahmed. 

With our appetites whetted, we ordered and 
couldn’t wait to sink our teeth into the mixed 
starter, comprising of onion bahji, chicken tikka 
and meat samosa. It was heaven on a plate. 

Also recommended to us for a starter was a 
slightly unusual dish of panir tikka, Indian cheese 
grilled in a clay oven - served with salad and 



raitha (yogurt with cucumber dip). It was slightly 
reminiscent of grilled halloumi, but so much 
tastier, especially when dipped in the raitha. 

The real excitement, however, came when the 
main courses arrived. Having been talked 
through the new dishes by the ever enthusias¬ 
tic staff, we decided on malabarr king prawn - 
medium to hot curry cooked with coconut milk, 
roasted mustard seeds and curry leaves. The 
flavours melted together beautifully, it was curry 
from heaven. 

We also had our favourite staple dish, chicken 
tikka jalfrezi, cooked with onions, capsicum, 
tomatoes and green chillis, with hot and fluffy 
mushroom pilau rice and a delectable sag aloo 
side dish - all melt in the mouth, making us won¬ 
der why we had left it so long since our last visit. 

We will definitely be returning to Masala 
Lounge soon to sample the other delights 
cooked up by Zuber and the team.

film review 




GOLD (15,121 mins) 


E XCHANGE rates rise and fall, share 
prices plummet and rally, but a pre¬ 
cious metal like gold never seems 
to lose its seductive lustre. 

Stephen Gaghan’s drama of corporate 
greed and misinformation is mined from a 
true story that sent shockwaves through 
the US stock market. 

A haphazard script melts down out¬ 
landish facts and casts them with dramatic 
flourishes into a rags-to-riches fairytale 
anchored by a scene-stealing perfor¬ 
mance from Matthew McConaughey as a 
rogue gold prospector, who lets dollar 
signs cloud his judgement. 

The handsome Oscar-winning star 
sports a generous belly, wayward comb- 
over and alarmingly crooked teeth, which 
he sinks gleefully into each preposterous 
twist, eliciting sympathy and Schaden¬ 
freude as his character ignores dire warn¬ 
ings from a home-town girlfriend to 
aggressively pursue his American dream. 

Gold is a curious alloy of madness and 
melancholy that struggles to generate dra¬ 
matic momentum between solid set pieces. 

Gaghan’s film ultimately can’t decide 
whether to pity or punish its woefully mis¬ 
guided central character for his morally 
dubious actions, building to an unex¬ 
pected coda that tarnishes the robust 
work of the ensemble cast and calls into 
question whether the title should in fact be 
Fool’s Gold. 

In 1988, prospector Kenny Wells 
(McConaughey) presides over the faltering 
family business - Washoe Mining Corpo¬ 
ration - in Reno, Nevada. Kenny and his 


associates sweat blood and tears from 
their makeshift office, the local bar, where 
Kenny’s doting girlfriend Kay (Bryce Dal¬ 
las Howard) serves drinks while her beau 
vows to “make the dollar holler”. 

One alcohol-fuelled night, Kenny has a 
vivid dream about Indonesia and, on a 
whim, he pawns Kay’s watch to fly east, 
where he hopes to persuade geologist 
Michael Acosta (Edgar Ramirez) to join him 
on a madcap quest into the jungle. 

Kenny invests every last cent to drill core 
samples and send them down river for 
analysis in the hope that gold lurks 


beneath the jungle canopy. Miraculously, 
one sample shows traces of the precious 
metal and it seems that Kenny and 
Michael have stumbled upon an untapped 
reserve worth millions of dollars. 

New York investment banker Brian Woolf 
(Corey Stoll) woos Kenny in order to 
secure a slice of the golden pie, while 
cut-throat rival prospector Mark Hancock 
(Bruce Greenwood) jealously observes 
the negotiations. 

“These guys are going to tear you up,” 
Kay tearfully warns Kenny. “Don’t ask me 
to watch what happens next.” 


Gold wisely invests in a charismatic 
leading man, capable of polishing an 
uneven plot to a dull glister. 

McConaughey is in his element, instruct¬ 
ing one colleague that he “will be riding 
shotgun on my jockstrap” as he huffs and 
puffs through each implausible interlude. 

Ramirez and Howard are poorly served 
in pivotal supporting roles and the two- 
hour running time feels considerably 
longer, especially in a sagging middle act 
rife with malaria and misdirection.

So, when it’s time for 
a new generation of the car that every¬ 
one in the premium executive seg¬ 
ment has to beat, it’s a pretty big deal. 

With this in mind, it’s no surprise to 
see BMW has overhauled the outgo¬ 
ing car without changing its character 
much. The exterior styling is now 
more taut and muscular, while the 
technology on display in the cabin is 
second to none. 

The bits you can’t see are totally 
new, too. The chassis has been 
renewed and the extensive use of 
lightweight materials contributes to 
an overall weight saving of 100kg. 

The front axle is a new double¬ 
wishbone set-up, coupled with a five- 
link system at the rear that helps give 
the kind of ride that rivals can only 
dream of matching. 


It’s a case of evolution rather than 
revolution in the looks department, 
but the minor changes that have been 
made turn the old car’s bland styling 
into something altogether more pur¬ 
poseful. The narrow headlights com¬ 
bine with more pronounced creases 
along the car’s profile to give a mus¬ 
cular appearance. 

Inside, the interior is more func¬ 
tional than luxurious, but there’s no 
denying the quality. The new touch¬ 
screen protrudes tablet-like from the 
dashboard and helps to declutter the 
centre console by moving more func¬ 
tions into its maze of menus. 

Few cars ride quite as sumptuously 
as this 5 Series. But most impressive 
of all is the fact this doesn’t translate 
to the kind of wallowy cornering 
ability more commonly seen in fish¬ 
ing boats in a rough sea. 

The large leather chairs - a pricey 
optional extra - are instantly comfort¬ 
able and, with a wide range of move¬ 
ment from them and the steering 


wheel, finding a driving position is 
easy. It all means that even after a four- 
hour stint behind the wheel, we arrived 
at our destination feeling fresh. 

Families will be pleased to know 
the interior is even more spacious 
than before. There’s marginally more 
headroom and legroom all around, 
which means the little ones should be 
more comfortable than ever. 

BMW is pretty proud of the safety 
technology it has implemented into 
the new 5 Series. The most signifi¬ 
cant of these can be found in the Dri¬ 
ving Assistant Plus package, which is 
a £2,250 option. Lane departure 
warning, traffic jam assist and adap¬ 
tive cruise control are among those 
included here. 

Some of these features can be 
annoyingly obtrusive in normal dri¬ 
ving, but activate cruise control along 
with the lane departure system and 
the car becomes semi-autonomous, 
allowing you to take your hands off 
the wheel for short periods. It’s really 


quite spooky. The most popular 
engine variant will be the 2.0-litre, 
four-cylinder unit in the 520d 
because it keeps both the taxman and 
the fleet manager happy. 

With 185bhp and 400Nm of torque, 
it’s no slouch, but comes with 
claimed economy figures of 68.9mpg 
and 108g/km of C02. 

However, those who can get away 
with it should go for the 530d. The 
3.0-litre diesel makes 258bhp, but it’s 
the way the 620Nm of torque is so 
deliciously delivered that delights. 

Around town there’s not a great deal 
of difference between this and the 
smaller engine, but find a fun road to 
exploit the surprisingly capable chas¬ 
sis and the extra punch is welcome. 

In fact, prod the drive mode selec¬ 
tor into “sport” and take control of 
the slick automatic gearbox via the 
wheel-mounted paddles, and we’d 
argue it’s actually more fun than the 
sportier 540i petrol and suits the car’s 
lazy personality better.

A LUCKY ESCAPE 
FOR TOTTENHAM

SON HEUNG-MIN insisted he was 
always confident that Tottenham 
Hotspur would get a positive result 
after scoring their last-gasp winner in 
Saturday’s dramatic 4-3 victory at 
home to Wycombe Wanderers in the 
FA Cup. 

A much-changed Spurs side were in 
real danger of making an embarrass¬ 
ing exit from the competition when 
they found themselves trailing 2-0 at 
half-time. 

The hosts were a different proposition 
after the interval though, and goals 
from Heung-Min and Vincent Janssen 
got them back on level terms, only for 
Wycombe to restore their lead with 
time running out. 

But Tottenham refused to give up 
and Dele Alii grabbed a late equaliser 
before Heung-Min struck again in the 
seventh minute of injury time to ensure 
they made it through to the fifth round, 
where they face a trip to Fulham. 

“For Wycombe it was a special 
game,” the Korean international said. 
“We have to be professional and there 
from the first second, like we are in 
the Premier Feague. Physically and 
mentally we have to be there. 

“We have to be ready to win games 
like this, and if we’d scored in the first 
half, it would have been much easier. 
I’m really happy because we never gave 
up, we ran and ran for 90 minutes and 
I’m really pleased for my team-mates. 

“I knew we wouldn’t give up. That 
was my feeling. I wasn’t thinking about 
losing this game. I still believed we 
could do it when we went 3-2 down. I 
felt we could win the game. 


“The winner was a special moment 
for me and the fans. It’s something 
crazy. It’s great to have fans like this and 
I’m happy for them. The celebration 
was for them.” 

Manager Mauricio Pochettino insisted 
that his team had not underestimated 
Wycombe and hailed the match as a 
great advert for the FA Cup. 

He said: “It was difficult for me when 
I arrived in England four years ago to 
understand the magic of the FA Cup, 
but now I realise that it is a special 
competition. 

“I think it is the most special in the 
world because you cannot replicate it 
in Spain or France or Italy, the same 
passion, the same on the pitch, the way 
a small side from Feague Two like 
Wycombe can be exciting. 

“They believed they could beat us 
and that is an important thing. The FA 
Cup creates that feeling and that is 
fantastic. 

“Maybe that is the beauty of the FA 
Cup, that there are different levels of 
teams, but they show similar potential, 
a similar quality. This is the magic of 
the FA Cup.” 

Pochettino added: “Full credit to 
Wycombe for how they played in the 
first half. They were better than us. 

From the first moment they played 
well. 

“They had a clear way to play, but 
we never underestimate our opponent. 

They were solid and they played better 
than us, but we found a way to beat 
them. 

“At the moment when they scored for 
3-2 it was tough but the team always 
believed and we showed character. 

There are a lot of positives to take and
